Section 5. The Children's Health I nsurance Program Act

Sec. 10. Definitions. As used in this Act:

"Benchmar ki ng" neans health benefits coverage as defined
in Section 2103 of the Social Security Act.

"Child" neans a person under the age of 19.

"Department” neans the Department of Public A d.

"Medi cal assistance" neans health care benefits provided
under Article V of the Illinois Public A d Code.

"Medical wvisit" nmeans a hospital, dental, physician,
optical, or other health care visit where services are
provi ded pursuant to this Act.

"Progrant neans the Children's Health |Insurance Program

and rel ated coverage for the adult caretakers of children

covered under the Program which includes subsidizing the

cost of privately sponsored health insurance and purchasing

or providing health care benefits for eligible persons

eht l dren.

"Resi dent " means a person who neets the residency
requi renents as defined in Section 5-3 of the Illinois Public
Ai d Code.

Sec. 20. Eligibility.

(a) To be eligible for this Program a person nust be a
person who has a child eligible under this Act and who is

eligible under federal requirenents for federal financial

participation or under a waiver of federal requirenents

pursuant to an application made pursuant to subdivision
(a)(1) of Section 40 of this Act or who is a child who:

(1) is a child who is not eligible for nedical
assi st ance,

(2) is a child whose annual household incone, as
determned by the Departnent, is above 133% of the
federal poverty level and at or bel ow 200% 4185% of the
federal poverty |evel;

(3) is a resident of the State of Illinois; and

(4) is a child who is either a United States
citizen or included in one of the foll ow ng categories of
non-citizens:

(A) unmarried dependent children of either a

United States Veteran honorably discharged or a

person on active mlitary duty;

(B) refugees wunder Section 207 of t he
| mm gration and Nationality Act;

(C asylees under Section 208 of t he
| mm gration and Nationality Act;

(D) persons for whom deportation has been

w thheld wunder Section 243(h) of the Inmgration

and Nationality Act;

(E) persons granted conditional entry under

Section 203(a)(7) of the Immgration and Nationality

Act as in effect prior to April 1, 1980;

(F) persons lawfully admtted for permnent
resi dence under the Immgration and Nationality Act;

and
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(G parolees, for at |least one year, under

Section 212(d)(5) of the Immgration and Nationality

Act .

Those children who are in the categories set forth in
subdi visions (4)(F) and (4)(G of this subsection, who enter
the United States on or after August 22, 1996, shall not be
eligible for 5 years beginning on the date the child entered
the United States.

(b) A child who is determined to be eligible for
assistance shall remain eligible for 12 nonths, provided the
child maintains his or her residence in the State, has not
yet attained 19 years of age, and is not excluded pursuant to
subsection (c). Eligibility shall be re-determ ned by the
Department at | east annually.

(c) Achild shall not be eligible for coverage under
this Programif:

(1) the premumrequired pursuant to Section 30 of
this Act has not been paid. |If the required premuns are
not paid the liability of the Programshall be limted to
benefits incurred under the Programfor the tinme period
for which premuns had been paid. If the required
monthly premum is not paid, the child shal | be
ineligible for re-enrollnment for a mninumperiod of 3
months. Re-enrol |l nment shall be conpleted prior to the
next covered nedical visit and the first nonth's required
premum shall be paid in advance of the next covered
medi cal visit. The Departnent shall pronulgate rules
regardi ng grace periods, notice requirenents, and hearing
procedures pursuant to this subsection;

(2) the childis an inmate of a public institution
or a patient in an institution for nental diseases; or

(3) the childis a nenber of a famly that 1is
eligible for health benefits covered under the State of

II'linois health benefits plan on the basis of a nenber's
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enpl oynent wth a public agency.

Sec. 23. Eligibility for adult caretakers of eliqgible

children. Subject to appropriation, the Departnent shal

include coverage for the adult caretakers of the children

eligible under this Act, to the extent federal fi nanci al

participation is available under federal |aw or waivers of

federal law. Adult coverage shall be defined in rules and

shal | be nodeled on the children's coverage and consi st ent

with the provisions governing the children's coverage in

subsection (c) of Section 20, and in Sections 25, 30, and 35.

Sec. 35. Fundi ng.

(a) This Programis not an entitlenent and shall not be
construed to create an entitlenent. Eligibility for the
Programis subject to appropriation of funds by the State and
federal governnents. Subdivision (a)(2) of Section 25 shal
operate and be funded only if subdivision (a)(1l) of Section
25 is operational and funded. The estimated net State share
of appropriated funds for subdivision (a)(2) of Section 25
shal | be equal to the estimted net State share of
appropriated funds for subdivision (a)(1) of Section 25.

(b) Any requirenent inposed under this Act and any
i npl enentation of this Act by the Departnent shall cease in
the event (1) continued receipt of federal funds for
i npl enmentation of this Act requires an anendnent to this Act,

or (2) federal funds, funds fromprivate sources, or other

appropriated funds for inplenentation of the Act are not

ot herwi se avail abl e.
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(c) Paynments wunder this Act shall be nmade from funds

avail abl e pursuant to appropriation appreopriated--from-the

Gener al - - Revenue- - Fund and other funds that are authorized to
be used to reinburse or make nedi cal paynents for health care
benefits under this Act or Title XXI of the Social Security
Act .

(d) Benefits wunder this Act shall be available only as
long as the intergovernnmental agreenents nmade pursuant to
Section 12-4.7 and Article XV of the Illinois Public A d Code
and entered into between the Departnent and the Cook County
Board of Conm ssioners continue to exist.

Sec. 12- 4. 20. Appoi nt ment of statew de advisory
commttees. Appoint, when and as it may deem necessary,
statewi de advisory conmttees to provide professional or
technical consultation in respect to nedical or dental or
hospital care, general assistance, honme econom cs, or other
speci al aspects of public aid and related welfare functions.

At a mninmum the 1llinois Departnment shall appoi nt an

advi sory conmttee to evaluate the adnmnistration of the

Children's Heal t h | nsur ance Program Act, to make

recommendations for the i nprovenent of the program and to

report its findings and recommendati ons to the Governor and

CGeneral Assenbly by January 1, 2002 and each vyear thereafter

The nenbers of the conmttees shall receive no conpensation
for their services, other than expenses actually incurred in
the performance of their official duties. The nunber of
menbers of each advisory conmmttee shall be determ ned by the

II'linois Departnment. The commttees shall consult with and
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advise the Illinois Departnent in respect to problens and
policies incident to the admnistration of the particular
Article or Articles of this Code gernmane to their respective
fields of conpetence.

The I11inois Depar t ment shall include a balanced
representation of recipients, service provi ders,
representatives of community and welfare advocacy groups,
representatives of |ocal governnents dealing with public aid,
and representatives of the general public on all statew de
advi sory comm ttees appointed by it, except that Professional
Advi sory Comm ttees created under Section 5-5 of this Code to
provide technical and professional advice to the Departnent
shall consist entirely of persons practicing a particular
pr of essi on.
